Census will never be the same again

Secretary r»f Commerce Robcrtv\. 
Mosbacher refu-ved this week to “abandon a 
200-year Inidilion of how wc actually count 
people.” But the U.S. census wiM never be 
the same. 

'I'iic federal government spent S2.6 billion 
on die 1990 census and wound up with a 
result about as popular ns an infectious 
disca.se. In fact, a lop olTicial of Ihc Ccn.sus 
Bureau’s parent agency likened the census 
to cancer. 

“Wc’vc known aboul cancer for a long -- . 
lime and still can’t cure it. This is not a • 
whole lot ca.sicF probluiii," said Michael 
Darby, assistant secretary of commerce. 

The Census Bureau's director herself ' 
voted to junk the head count and rcplucc it 
with a. healthier statistical substitute — Diet 
Census? - to make up for large nuriibcr of 
minorities missed by census lakers. 

And thcTOtion’rbig-eityTnayors treated — 
the census numbers as something akin to the 
’phiguc and deplored Mosbachcr’s decision. 

“T he message to the Ame ri can people is 
- the poitr don't wunt-so donTcoum uic . - 
poor." said Mayor Raymond. Flynn of 
Boston, prc.sidenl of the U.S.'Confcn:nce ofi 
Mayors. 

The basic problem with the census iubat '• 
it counts whites much more accurately' than 
blacks and Latinos. Understandably, mayors 
of cities with large minority populations do 
not like that. By Ihc Ccasus Bureau’s own 
estimnic.’it mi.ssed 5.3 million people iti the 
1990 census — 4.8 percent oFbnekfTm'd 
5.2 percent of Latinos, but only 1 .7 percent 
of whiic.s. 

Actually, Ihc results were even w-otsc than 
they .sound. The General Accounting OBice. 
the investigative arm of Congress, found 
that Ihc census missed 9.7 m^lion people. 

But because it counted 4.4 million people 
twice, the net undercouni came to a mere 
5..3 million.

Logging has more benefits than meets the eye

TWIN FALLS - Some of the oldest lrcc.s 
in the South Hills were secdling.s around the 
lime when William Penn signed a treaty 
.with the Deiowarc Indians and bought 
.Pennsylvania and when the good citizens of 
Salem hunted and executed witches. - 

That was some 300 years ago. 

But as these old growth giants get'oldcr. 
they become mote su.sccpliblc to disease or 
infestation. When they die, these old trees ' 
can become fire ha/ards, or they can be 
logged as lumber or firewood. 

Most of tire established stands in the 
South Hills contain mature trees 120 to 300 
years old. many of them dead or dying. 


Timber harvest in the South Hills is not a 
money maker, but it keeps a few people 
busy and a lot of Magic Valley homes wann 
in the winter. 

"There is no quc.stion it's not a pitying 
proposition." said Twin Falls District 
Ranger Don Oman, of the Forest Service's 
Sawtooth National Forc.st. 

But limber sales in the district were 
planned to combat disease, insect 
infestations and ip improve wildlifi: habitat. 
The small cleur-cuts of lodge pule pine 
mimic the erratic spread of wildfire. 

Next to fire, clear-culs arc the most 
cITectivc way to control the spread of the 
parasite dwarf mistletoe in lodge pule. 
Lodge pole also need strong direct sunlight. 
The young trees do not grow well in the 


shade. 

A fc,w trees are lefl as seed trees, some 
snags are left for bird.s, and some logging 
debris is lefl on the. ground to protect and 
improve soil, said Duve‘B.lsHler, a forester 
on (he district, 

Eager young trees quickly poke their 
green heads above the logging debris, 
Strong young .stands of lodge pole pine arc 
making comebacks in many areals that were 
burngd over or clear-cufoniy a few years 
ago. 

Though the limber program costs more 
than it makes in timber sales, it provides a 
healthier, forest, scenic vistas and 
employment for local woodcutters, Oman

under a new management strategy announced by the 
Sawtooth National Forest. 

Alan Pinkerton, Kctchum District Ranger, is expected to 
.sign a decision notice this week on a plan to protect the 
20,000-acrc canyon as u refuge for wildlife and low-impact 
recreation. Campsites closest to Sun Valley are to be closed. 

"There is a tremendous amount of recreation use that 
occurs in this canyon" said Pinkertori. "If we ate going to 
conlinuc'lo provide a quality recreation experience for'lliturc 
gencr.ilions, we need to be acting n'ow to marugc and protect 

The Kctchum Ranger Districl is most concerned ab*»ul 70 
undeveloped campsites at the lower end of the canyon. 
Pinkerton explained, where soils have been compacted along 


the banks of Trail Creek, leading to lo.ss of vegetation and 
erosion. These campsites connected by at lea.st two dozen 
unregulated side roadst that also are causing re.source 
damage. 

I 'Overnight camping in the loworliuirdrthc'drainagc bctow- 
Corral Creek Road will be forbidden under the new 
management plan, and day use will be limited to IS ' 
designated sites. Parking will be allowed only at developed 
and signed parking areas. 

Fifteen designated sites above Corral Creek Rond will 
- remain open to overnight camping. " „ 

As part of the Trail Creek managcment'plan,.seve75ff 
-projects designed to enhance water quality, recreation and 
wildlife h.ibitai arc to be implemented over the next five 
years. These include: 

*..constnictiunor5.8 miles of new. trail along Corral Creek 
Rptid into Uncle Johns Gulch, and in the upper end of Trail

THE SETTLEMENT 

These case* were brought by the Attorneys General of 50 Stales and the District of Columbia after an 
invesiigalion iiuo whether Nintendo and unnamed dealers agreed to sell NES consoles at or above certain 
, minimum prices in violation of the oniilrusi laws. 

No trial has been held on the merits of these allegBlion:j and Nintendo denies them. Aftef extensive negotia- 
tions. the panics to the lawsuits agreed to a proposed settlement agreement to avoid long and costly 
'litigation. The States have concluded that the selllcmcnt gives significant relief to buyers of Nintendo 
products during the period of the alleged conspiracy (March 1. 1987 - December 3lv 1990). Nintendo has 
agreed to settle but without admitting wrongdoing or li^tbility. The proposed settlement muSl be finally . 
approved by the Court, which has preliminarily approved the selllcmcnt. This notice docs not express ahy 
tqtinion of the Court as to Ihc merits of the claims or defenses asserted by either side injhe lawsuits. 

In s^mnury. the terms of the settlement are as follows: . ' ' 

Nintendo wilt mail up lo_525 million in coupons to consumcn who bought NES consoles between Juno I.

ir fewer than $5 million in coupons are redeemed by consumcn. Nintendo will pay the difference up io S5. 
millio'h to the States to use for antitrust cnfo'rccnichl, a public purpose to beocfil consumcn. or to deposit in 
ihc'sute treasury. In addition. Nintendo will pay the Slates $3 million for these pulposes. 

Nintendo wilt also agree to an injunction prohibiting future violations of the aniitrusf layn and will notify its 
dealen that they arc free to price Nintendo products independently at whatever level they choose. 

■ The Attorneys General will release Nintendo from any further liability resulting from the alleged agreements 

■ between Nintendo and dealers, between March 1. 1987 and December 31. 1990. regarding the price at which- 
any Nintendo products would be sold.

Public often misunderstands, 
overlooks struggle after injuiy

It is often called the Silent 
Epidemic. Its victims arc refcTTcd to 
os the %valking wounded. ' 

The names associated with brain 
injuries hove evolved because 
victims often experience the public’s 
misconceptions. The physical, 
cmotiohol and'belmvtonil damages 
arc nol obvious to the average 
* observer and noticeable impairmcnls 
may be '.confused as a physical 
disabilities or mental illness. 

The Idaho Elks R ehab ilitation 
Hospilanh Boise is w'orking not 
only to provide statc-of-thc-iiri 
treatment to those afflicted with 
brain injury but also to educate the 
public on die causes and symptoms 
nssocioted with brain uijuries. 

In . Times-News interviews.

38. It is characterized by specific 
signs such as a .period of 
unconsciousness or a period of post- 
traumatic amnesia, Weiss said, A. 
shortened period of unconsciousness 
cun also cause damage to the brain 
and may in turn affect the person' 
cognilivcly or bchaviorolly. 

When the brain is injured two 
types of damage may occur.^Weiss 
sajd. Tlic bniin cells are either killed 
orthey arc bruised. The cells thiit 'arc ' 
bruised stop working and if enough 
culls stop functioning then the brain 
goes into u coma. 

As the brain cells recover or other 


brain ccILs l.ikc over UiVduilcs oftfic” 
dam.'iged cells (medically referred to 
as pla.sticity), the patient will slowly^ 
^ begin to recover motor or cognitive 
skills. 

If too many brain cells arc 
damaged or if other cells cannot 
perform the duties of bruised cells, 
then the patient will not be able to 
function us he did before the 
uecideni. 

For every person killed due to. 
brain injury, another 10 are injured. 
Weiss said. Of those 10. 
approximately two victims, will 


remain severely disabled. They may 
stay in a vegetative state, unable to 
care for themselves and arc often 
kept alive on life-support machines. 

The remaining ci^t victims will 
fall into different levels of moderate, 
mild or full recovery, he added. 
Because each ease is unique doctors 
are unable to predict at the time of 
accident how far a patient will 
progress. Recovery potential 
depends on the severity of the injury, 
the time spent in a cornu und the 
patient's age and l^calth record. 

Most patipnls will improve nl least - 
some. Smith said. 

A'l Ih'c Elks Keliabilirotion 
Hospital many techniques arc 
employed to help the patient achieve 
maximum rccovciy. 

Cognitive retraining aids a patient 
in regaining memory and thinking 
skills.

State legislatures may cause mail-order costs to start heading up

WASHINGTON - One of the little 
iplcasurci of. ordering items, by mail 
frem another stale is skipping the 
sales lax. 

In contrast to buying giwds in per- 
son, most mail-order merchants do 
not collect sales taxes .from out-of- 
slale customers, rcirucing the cost of 
your purchase hy several percentage 
points. 

Bui what's ;i nice bonus for you is 
a major revenue .loss for a great 
many states, and revenue officials 
from Connecliciil to California have 
s|KMl countless hours trying to figure 
out what to do al)out it. 

State legislatures have passed v;iri- 
ous laws in .hopes of grabbing this 
money, but the cmirts have not made 
it easy.
